Melancholy Accident.
DEATH OF COL, BOWERS, OF GEN. ORANT'S STAFF,

Garnisox's StarioN, N, Y., March 6.—COolonel
Bowers, Adjutaut-Gaperal on Lieutenant-General
Grant's suﬂ was nuuut.lr killed to-day by fall
ing between two cars, while sttempting fo ges
oh & train which was just starting from this sta-
tion, on the Hudsom Rlver Rallroad, Geuncral
Grant bas ordered the remiins to be sont 1o West
I‘oint in the care of Major Hill.

Colonel Bowers was s native of I1linos, &
pnnu'u' by trade, and formerly edited a Demo-
cratic newspaper in that State, e entercd the
army ut the outbreak of the Rebellion, joining
General Graut during the operations sagainst
Forts Henry and Donelson. At the battla of
Shiloh he was ordered to duty at Grant's head-
quarters, and was sppointed Ald-de.Camp, In
Noyvember, 1802, he was appoinled Mijor, and
Judge Advocate of the Army of the Tenuesses,
and in Beptember, 1863, was promoted to the
rank of Lieutenaut-Colonel and Assistant Adju-
tunt-General. From that time uutll the surren.
der of Lee he wns General Grant's Chiel Assistapt
Aﬂilﬂljlt-ﬂtnerﬂl in the fleld, and was retailned
in the same position at Washington, when Gene-
ral Grant cstablished his headquarters there,
He was o consclentions and capable officer, and
possessed the full contidence of Genersl tirang,
10 whom his sudden and terrible death will be a
sovere alilierlon,]
